Circular letters, together 
with forms of listing and question- 
aires, were afterwards sent out ‘+o 
each owner of land in the district, and 
farmers were asked to list their lands 
with the trustees of the district and 
under the supervision of the Irriga- 
tion Council. 

These letters, however, brought lit- 
tle or no response, and it was only 
when the owners were personally vis- 
ited that listings of land were obtain- 
ed. Visiting each farmer individually 
proved to be a long task. Invariably 
the whole plan had to be explained 
in each case and innumerable ques- 
tions had to be answered. In addition, 
we were frequently held up by bad 
weather. By the end of June, how- 
ever, all the farmers in the district 
had been canvassed and 30,000 acres 
of land listed for sale at prices rang- 
ing from $12 to $50 an acre. These 
listings included a few peels of ur- 
developed lands, but they mostly were

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$98.26, and for medical aid, the aver 
age per accident was $58.12. In 1921 
the average. paid for compensation 
was $71.13 and for medical aid $31.80 

Under schedule 1 of the compensa 
tion act, 889 accidents involved medi 
cal aid, 1600 involved compensation 
and temporary disability, and 36 were 
fatal. Under this schedule 47 depend 
ents of deceased are receiving com 
pensation, Under schedule 2, 84° 
accidents involved medical aid, 163¢ 
involved temporary disability and 
compensation and 69 involved perma- 


nent disability. There were 30 fatal! 


aceidents, and 62 dependents of de- 
ceased people under this schedule are 
receiving compensation. 

During the year the board issued 
6% certificates for efficiency in mine 
escue work, and 259 certificates for 

efficiency in first aid work. Accident 
prevention committees have been 
formed in 170 of the industrial plants 
of the province. 

Assessments under schedule 1 of the 
act in 1922 totalled $305,659.45 and 
under schedule 2 totalled $254,221.90 
There are 3004 employers now within 
the jurisdiction of the act. 


In the Legislature 

Following five days of debate, in 
which most of the members of the 
house spoke, the resolution respecting 
the wheat board, presented by the 
government benches as an amendment 
to that submitted by R. C. Marshall 
of the opposition, was passed with a 
vote of 48 to 9. Mr. Marshall’s reso 
lution had called on the governmeni 
for an explanation as to why the 
wheat board legislation had not been 
put into effect. The government am- 
endment urged the continuance of 
negotiations with other provinces 
which had been in progress and also 
every effort toward a wheat board for 
the coming season. 

Following the closing of the debate 
a debate opened on Mr. C. W. Smith’s 
resolution calling for an enquiry into 
the grain trade. Before proceeding 
with his address, Mr. Smith laid be 
fore the house affidavits charging cer- 
tain grain firms with violations of the 
Canada Grain Act. The debate pro- 
ceeded on Friday. 

Among the acts making progress 
through the house is that introduced 
by Hon. Mr. Brownlee providing for 
the widening of the powers of the 
public utilities commission by giving 
it theauthority of a local governing 
board in many respects. The board is 
given complete juridiction over public 
utilities, save those operated by mun 
icipalities, which may by by-law be 
brought under the board. 

There is also an act introduced by 
Mr. Hoadley amending the domestic 
animals act, to provide for certain 
grazing privileges for sheep rangers

dominion legislation respecting live- 
stock yards and their regulation by 
making good the lack of certain juris- 
diction in the dominion regulations. 
This act does not impose any further 
duties or expense of administration 
on the provincial government. 

The amendments to the game act 
provide among other things for the 
wearing of some distinguishable suit 
of white by hunters of big game. This 
is an effort to minimize the dangers 
of shooting accidents. 

Amendments to the mental defec- 
tives act make further provision for 
the care and treatment of mental de- 
fectives in the province. 

On Tuesday Mr. Milnes was answer 
ed questions relating to the motion 
picture censor’s bureau, which showed 
that there had been a slight decrease 
in salaries and staff in 1922 from 1921 

On the same day Mr, W. M. David- 
se@R was answered questions concern- 
ing loans to normal students. The 
leans started in 1919 and were as fol- 
lews: In 1919 the sum was $28,971; 
in 1920 it was $58,409; in 1921 was 
$83,794.20; and in 1922 was $170,691.- 
36. The number of students obtain 
ing loans in 1919 was 145, in 1920 
was 242, in 1921 305 and in 1922 were 
661. The amounts due in repayments 
by students in 1922 were $82,550.59. 
The amount collected in 1920 was 
$13,391.59, in 1921 was $43,366.98 and 
in 1922 was $63,709.41. In 1918 the 
total enrolment in both sessions was 
467, in 1919 it was 600, in 1920 it was

Stop Seed Grain Distribution 

Premier Greenfield gave a statement 
to the legislature Friday afternoon in 
which he declared it to be the inten- 
|tion of the government to stop fur- 
ther guarantee for distribution of seed 
grain to farmers. His statement fol- 
| lows: 

“Believing that the policy that has 
prevailed for some years of provincial 
| fuarantees for seed grain advances is 
wrong in principle and should be dis 
continued, the government at its first 
regular session initiated a policy look 
ing to the final termination of such ad- 
vances. The effect of the Drought 
Area Relief Act has been to conserve 
adequate grain for seed grain pur- 
poses throughout the major part of 
that area, 

The experience of the province in 
past years in advancing seed grain 
has not been a happy one, as the fol- 
lowing statement will show:

Without doubt many of these ad- 
vances cannot be repaid by the in- 
dividuals to whom they were made | 
and in many cases the security of the] 
individual has been exhausted.

the province in general. 

The government has now decided 
to finally discontinue the policy of 
provincial guarantees for the distribu 
tion of seed grain in municipal dis 
tricts as well as the distribution of 
seed grain in imperial districts. At 
the same time the government will 
make every effort to render assis- 
tance in a co-operate and advisory 
way to those requiring seed grain this 
spring. The government has already 
been able to render assistance of this 
nature to some municipalities and this 
effort will be continued. 

Legislation will also be introduced 
making it possible for municipal dis- 
tricts to pledge their credit for fur- 
nishing seed grain to ratepayers while 
the Bills of Sale Act already allows 
mortgages to be given to secure ad- 
vances to individuals.”

(Continued from Page Three) 
ditional attraction of the water run 
ning through the ditches and the dis- | 
trict as a whole looking much better 
None of the people who were shown 
over the district last year could be | 
induced to purchase land, but practi- 
cally every of them were well 
pleased with the country they saw 
There was really, looking at the mat 
ter from their point of view, no spec- 
ial urge for them to purchase immed- | 
iately. Each seemed to feel that he 
would lose nothing by waiting until 


one 
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the spring. There would still be en- 
ough land available to choose a good 
piece of land from, and perhaps the 
price would be somewhat lower by 
that time. Furthermore, in the case 
of many of the prospective settlers 
the decision t6 settle here depended 
upon their selling or abandoning their 
farms elsewhere. By waiting until 
spring there was a possibility of their 
getting a little more for, or of not 
having to abandon their farms alto 
gether, while there 
induce them to come here over the 
winter—no feed in the country for 
their horses and stock, and little pros- 
pect of obtaining work. In the spring 
this year the conditions will be far 
more hopeful. 

Colonization is usually slow work 
and its success depends upon a con 
tinued and persistent policy. Keep- 
ing everlastingly at it, making known 
the possibilities of the district to the 
settler, and not letting the peopl 
who have shown some curiosity re- 
garding the land forget about the op 
portunities here—these are the things 
which count. Persistent encourage. 
ment is necessary in the majority of 
cases, Even in the best of times it 
is a big responsibility that the most 
desirable settler must assume whei 
he decides to leave his home and trek 
to a new country. After he has been 
convinced he often has ‘he other mem- 
bers of the family also to convince

This takes time, and in the meantime |
